MESSAGE 


Dear  Fellow  Members: 

The  1985  TNA  convention  held 
this  year  in  El  Paso  is  now  history. 
Those  who  were  unable  to  attend 
missed  a  fine  convention.  The 
bourse  room  was  amply  spacious, 
there  were  a  large  number  of  dealers 
from  all  parts  of  the  United  States 
-from  Maine  to  California  and  from 
Minnesota  to  Texas  -  and  they  had 
with  them  coins  to  please  most  any 
palate  or  pocketbook.  The  exhibits 
were  outstanding  'though  there  were 
not  as  many  as  we  would  like  to  have 
had.  The  exhibit  from  the  Bureau  of 
Engraving  and  Printing  was  most 
interesting  and  informative.  We  are 
certainly  grateful  to  them  for  mak¬ 
ing  their  unusual  exhibit  available. 
As  one  might  anticipate,  the  host 
club,  International  Coin  Club  of  El 
Paso,  was  certainly  hospitable.  Walt 
Woelper  did  an  excellent  job  as 
bourse  chairman  as  did  Mike  Batkin 
who  served  as  exhibits  chairman. 
Willie  Terrazas  was  ever  present 
performing  yeoman  service  wher¬ 
ever  needed.  I  wish  I  knew  all  those 
who  served  so  willingly:  since  1  do 
not.  I  will  simply  have  to  extend  my 
heartfelt  thanks  to  those  who

The  Austin  Coin  Club  provides  the 
Club  Salute  awards  and  the  Darrah 
award  is  furnished  by  Morris  L.

BUSINESS  SESSIONS 

The  Saturday  morning  TNA  gov¬ 
erning  board  meeting  was  conduct¬ 
ed  by  President  Bartee.  The  minutes 
of  previous  meetings  and  the  treas¬ 
urer’s  report  were  read  and  ap¬ 
proved. 

The  long-standing  problem  of  re¬ 
ceiving  TNA  NEWS  by  3rd  Class 
mail  remains  with  the  association. 
Some  members  are  receiving  the 
NEWS  late  in  the  month,  some  in 
the  first  part  of  the  following  month. 


Much  investigation  has  been  con 
ducted  in  the  last  20  or  so  years.  The 
problem  has  no  immediate  answer. 
The  fault  is  not  with  the  editor  or  the 
publisher,  but  with  the  U.S.  post 
office  in  certain  areas.  The  TNA 
NEWS  is  mailed  by  the  5th  of  each 
month,  some  months  by  the.'lrd.  The 
originating  post  office  has  3  days  to 
process  that  material.  Next,  the  Dis¬ 
tribution  Point  has  3  days  to  pro¬ 
cess,  the  local  post  office  has  3  days 
-provided  the  mail  bags  are  not 
pushed  aside  at  the  different  points. 
In  some  parts  of  the  country,  dated 
circulars  must  be  delivered  on  a  cer¬ 
tain  day,  delaying  the  NEWS  again. 

If  the  TNA  NEWS  is  mailed  on 
the  5th  of  the  month,  add  a  min 
imum  (possibly  more)  of  9  days.  It 
should  be  received  by  the  14th  or 
15th.  If  delivery  is  normal  it 
SHOULD  be  delivered  within  7 
days,  by  the  12th. 

In  other  business,  the  board 
approved  life  membership  status  for 
Thomas  S.  Bradley  of  Charlotte, 
N.C.;  Rita  Holmes,  Brackettville;  Ed 
Hipps.  Dallas;  and  Dallas  Coin 
Club. 

Miriam  Gilmore,  chairperson  of 
TNA’s  participation  in  Texas  1986 
Sesquicentennial  celebration,  gave 
an  updated  progress  report  on  the 
various  projects.  Approval  to  issue  a 
cachet  with  wooden  money  was 
given.  Frank  Galindo  is  executing 
the  design  and  it  will  be  presented  at 
the  mid-yearTNA  board  meeting  for 
approval. 

Lyman  C.  Bartee  installed  the 
new  officers  at  the  TNA  general 
meeting  on  Sunday  morning. 

At  the  brief  business  meeting,  $25 
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was  voted  as  a  donation  to  the 
Robert  Kosberg  reward  fund.  Mr. 
Rosberg  was  slain  in  his  Arlington 
coin  shop  in  March  and  to  date  no 
suspect(s)  had  been  identified.  The 
reward  fund  will  be  held  for  two 
years  and  if  the  person  responsible 
has  not  been  apprehended  in  that 
time,  all  contributions  will  be  trans¬ 
ferred  to  Crime  Stoppers. 

The  incoming  president,  Mac 
Kennady,  expressed  his  apprecia¬ 
tion  for  members'  support  in  the  past 
and  hoped  for  continued  support  in 
the  future.  One  of  the  goals  proposed 
by  Kennady  is  to  increase  member¬ 
ship  15  per  cent  in  the  coming  year, 
increase  membership  15  per  cent  in 
the  coming  year.

To  commemorate  the  Internation¬ 
al  Paper  Money  Show  held  in  .June, 
the  Bureau  of  Engraving  &  Printing 
issued  a  souvenir  card  featuring  the 
reverse  of  the  $10,000  Series  1878 
United  States  note. 

U.S.  notes  have  had  a  controver¬ 
sial  history.  The  orginal  proposal  in 
1861  to  make  government  notes 
legal  tender  met  with  a  great  deal  of 
opposition  in  both  the  House  and  the 
32 


Senate.  The  Supreme  Court  upheld 
the  position  of  opponents  to  the  bill, 
stating  that  the  issue  of  legal  tender 
notes  was  forbidden  under  the  Con¬ 
stitution  and  ruling  that  this  mea¬ 
sure  could  only  be  used  on  an  emer¬ 
gency  basis.  This  ruling  was  later 
reversed.  U.S.  Notes  have  been  is¬ 
sued  since  1 862  and  are  still  a  part  of 
the  monetary  system  of  the  United 
States.
